How He Met His Death. 

With reforence to tha death | 
of Lieuterant ‘T. O. Vernon, 
RN.AS, which. was notified in 
our co'amns ame time ‘ago, the 
following scoount of how he msde 
the aupreme sscrifioa, written by 
hie Commanding Officer, shows 
that he died like the Gallant 
Englishman he waa:—. © 

“Squadron Commander Ver- 
non, B.N.AS,, was killed during 
the night of the 14th and 15th 
September, 1917, when leading 
bis man in avery gallant attempt 
toeave ove of bis machines which 
bad been forced to devend in 
“No Man's Land”, which was 
flooded. © . 

“The machice was in an open 
sheet of wouter about 80 yards 
acrova, and after working for an 
hour snds half, the machioe was 
moved:some 30 yards, when the 
Germane opened fire with 8 
machine. gan on the workin, 
puty, and Sqcadron Commander 
Vernon wee hit-in the head by 
two bullet, and did not regain 
consciousner from. that moment 
till he died, painlesely, two boarg
